ing undertaken for the first lime, 
and wa have had tho following 
problems. 

The speed at which the station 
will meet Iho comet will bo 
about eighty kilometres pel 
second; therefore, even the tlnlesi 
dust particles from lha comet 
will be of great danger to the 
station.

ARCHAEOLOGICAL 

DISCOVERY 

People lived in Yakutia (Si- 
beria) approximately two mil- 
lion years ago. This la proved 
by tha sensational find ol So- 
viet archaeologists which has 
aroused interest In the scientific 
circles of the USSR and other 
countries. Until now it was be- 
lieved that the oldeat settle- 
ments of primitive people on 
the planet were ln Eastorn Af- 
rica. Experts could not even 
imagine that people could settle 
so far ln the North in severe 
climatic conditions. 

MEDICAL PRORE 

The Puchok MT-II Is a new 
probe serially produced by the 
Leningrad Optical-Mechanical 
Association for medical applica- 
tions. , , 

It consists of a rine rubber 
probe with miniature lenses. A 
patient can easily swallow It, 
thereby enabling the doctor to 
investigate a required organ, to 
deliver dregs, and to raaka a col- 
our picture of. conspicuous area. 
Fibre optics and an inlenalve 
light source ln combination wtui 
other solutions offer many ad- 
vantages over other such probes 
produced both in this country 
and abroad.

NEW SOURCES OF LIGHT 

A number of indoor areas In 
Moscow hava been provided 
with new light sources, tho so- 
called slot light guides designed 
at Ihe All-Union Research Lighi 
Engineering Institute. The device 
resembles a hollow lube with 
the Inner surface having a mir- 
ror coaling. The light flux, via 
a special altachment at the front 
edge, enters the light guide and 
leaves it through an "optical \ 
slot". The light source Is placed 
outside Illuminated areas. 

This system of lighting win 
find many applications In very 
busy places or places with high 
fire hazards.

Many years later Rachya Rap 
lonyan staged "Henry VI" by 
Shakespeare. This production re- 
sounded as a protest against the 
war, as a challenge to those 
about whom Kaplnnyaa himself 
says: They want lo torn out 
country Into a huge cemetery 
and then llvo la It.

yard. A horrible and convinc- 
ing metaphor. 

Koplanyan likes (o stage clas- 
sical plays. And It Is always a 
modern Interpretation. Kapla- 
nyan Is capablo of catching the 
essence ol a work, emphasizing 
In It the main thought which In- 
terests contemporary audiences 
most. 

He worked In many theatres 
and organized his own some 20 
years ago. At first It was a stu- 
dio of the theatrical socloly ol 
Armeala. now — Ihe Yerevan 
Drama Theatre. The company is 
made up ol young people, with 
the actors' average age being 
under 27. 

Kaplanyan's method of direct- 
ing Is metaphor. Images play a 
dominating role In his plays. On 
lha stage of the Maly Theatre In 
Moscow Kaplanyan produced Ihe 
well-known play or Edmond Ro- 
stand "Cyrano de Bergerac". The 
curtain rises and masks look al 
Ihe aud'ence from all directions 
When Cyrano appears on the 
stage one realizes that his agly 
(ace Is Ihe only human face In 
the world of masks. 

Kaplanyan is Interested In the 
strong, extraordinary and con- 
cerned Individual. When this In- 
dividual lives a complicated and 


struggling life, the more Interest- 
ing II is to study him. Next lo 
classical plays the theatre's re- 
pertoire Includes 'The Last Tea- 
cher" by Vardges Petrosyan, a 
modern Armenian writer. The 
main character ol the play, Va- 
gan Mamyan, la a person of the 
most peaceful profession — a 
teacher. Bat he Is a fighter for 
lha well-being of his pupils, thdi 
future. He realizes Iliat do mat- 
ter how unconsidered the action 
of his pupils may seem, kindness 
In their hearts will prevail over 
Iho evil, 

Mamyan, an elderly man who 
cannot live without his restless 
ninth-formers, very much reminds 
of Kaplanyan himself, his faith 
In, and respect for, the youth. 
And this semblance Is not acci- 
dental. The plays of Kaplanyan 
and those of his pupils are con- 
fessions In many respects. lie al- 
ways shows what agitates him, 
his pain.
